Calls on Catholics 


to protest proposal 
for Hoover High 


ALCALA PARK — The proposed 
health clinic at Hoover High is a disguise 
for a sex clinic, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
declared in a 1,130-word letter to the 
Catholics of the San Diego diocese. 

He urged Catholics to make their 
voices heard to the city’s superintendent 
of schools and the city schools’ Board of 
Education, which will hear the proposal 
on May 16. 

In his letter to the ‘‘People of God,”’ to 
more fully inform them on the issue, 
Bishop Maher said, ‘‘Because of the 
contraceptive services offered at’’ health 
clinics on public school campuses in other 
parts of the country, ‘‘there has been a 
huge increase in the percentage of teens 
who are sexually active, which has led to a 
proportionate increase in teen preg- 
nancies. f 

““We know there are better solutions’’ 
to this problem,’’ he wrote. 

“‘Rather than equipping students with 
condoms, parents need to be equipped 
with the 
educate their sons and daughters on the 
value of a moral life style.’’ 

The letter, dated April 27, was sent to 
525 persons, including the priests, 
deacons, Religious and some 40 Catholic 
lay organizations and is being published 
below. ; 

In a cover letter to the organizations, 


Bishop Maher wrote, ‘‘We: need 
thousands of letters,’’ and he even 
suggested that they might organize

Delegates probe church-university relationship

VATICAN CITY — Just what is the 
relationship between church authorities 
and Catholic universities? 

It is a question asked by Catholics who 
believe the Catholic identity of some 
universities is weakening, or that certain 
professors are not teaching church 
doctrines. Such schools should be held 
accountable, these critics argue. 

It is also a question asked by Catholics 


who say they do not want the autonomy 
and academic freedom of the Catholic 
university to be compromised by threats 
of interference from church authorities. 

An April 18-25 world congress of 
Catholic educators volunteered its own 
answer to the question. 

According to final reports of the 
congress’s six working groups obtained 
by National Catholic News Service, the 
educators not surprisingly leaned toward 
autonomy. Their suggestions were for a 
less juridical and more collaborative 
system for handling church-university 


disputes. . 

A November 1988 draft Vatican 
document on Catholic higher education 
declared in proposed norm ‘27 that 
bishops and bishops’ conferences, 
working with the university, ‘‘have the 
duty and the right .of ensuring that 
Catholic doctrine is faithfully taught and 
Catholic discipline is faithfully 
observed.”’ 

Church authorities will work with 
university authorities to seek a solution to 
“‘doctrinal, disciplinary or pastoral 
(problems) concerning the Catholic 


> 


identity of the university,’’ according to 
proposed norm 28. If dialogue does not 
work, however, church authorities ‘‘have 
the right and duty to intervene in order to 
protect the truth and integrity of the 
Christian message.”’ 

The proposed norm called for 
procedures to be established governing 
such “‘interventions,’’ including a process 
by which church authority ‘‘can rescind 
its approval of the title ‘Catholic 
university’ and can declare, for 
sufficiently grave reason, that a university

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Church coalition wins city council help

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘How many of you 
have not been touched by this plague (of 
drugs)? Eva Maldonado of St. Jude 
parish asked San Diego City Council 
members at a special two-hour meeting 
April 25, at which they heard the 
presentation of a six-church coalition and 
adopted the group’s nine-point resolution 
calling for greater law enforcement as well 
as drug treatment. and prevention 
programs. se 

While Maldonado conceded that many 
San Diegans have been impacted by the 
drug epidemic, she doubted whether 
many of the council members had ever 
been awakened by gunfire, had to beg for 
treatment at a detox/rehabilitation 
facility, or had been shot at while doing a 
friend a favor. 

“‘No siree, you don’t know what it is 
like to live in a war zone,”’ she said, her 
voice trembling with emotion. ‘‘In God’s 
name we ask you to so something’ about 
it. Are you going to be part of the 
problem or part of this viable, 
comprehensive, strategic policy 
resolution?’’ she asked. 

Five other representatives of the 
coalition shared their stories with over 
300 community members who crowded 
the council chambers. 

The council responded by voting, 8-0, 
to accept the resolution, thus making the 
drug issue a priority. One council 
member was absent. 

The coalition of the six church 
communities, formed with the support of 
the San Diego Organizing Project 
(SDOP) and allied in the cause against 
drugs, is comprised of the Catholic 
churches of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, 
San Ysidro, Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart, Christ the King, St. Jude Shrine 
and Our Lady of Angels, and the 
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CHURCH FEDERATION — Michele Jacques of St. Stephen Church of God in Christ,

At the meeting Councilman Ed 
Struiksma posed several alternatives for 
generating funds for drug containment. 

One was placing the Harbor Police 
under the jurisdiction of the San Diego 
Police Department, thereby allowing the 
police department access to their budget; 
another was the sale of undeveloped land 
owned by the city. 

Councilman Wes Pratt urged the 
audience to ‘‘send a letter to each of your 
state legislators,’’ expressing the need for 
political action in the drug arena. 

In the afternoon before the evening city 
council meeting, the church federation 
met with Sen. Alan Cranston. He 
pledged ‘‘to look into obtaining asset 
seizure money (assets confiscated by 
federal agents. from convicted drug 
dealers) to aid the cause, put SDOP into 
contact with his appointed aide in 
Washington who is acting as a nationwide 
clearinghouse on the drug issue, and to 
discuss San Diego’s plight with Bennett,’ 
said Jesuit Father Michael Mandala, 
pastor of Christ the King Church where 
the meeting with the California senator 
was held. 

“Sen. Pete Wilson’s office has also 
asked for a meeting with the group,’’ 
Father Mandala added. 

““We have momentum now. Next we’ll 
hit the county supervisors and then the 
state representatives,’’ he said. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher supports the 
church federation’s efforts. ‘“The bishop 
sent a letter to each of the pastors of the 
five Catholic churches involved in the 
movement, commending our efforts and 
announcing the establishment of a new 
drug treatment center affiliated with St. 
Vincent de Paul,’’ explained Father 
Mandala.

Of course, it was/is more profitable to invest them 
elsewhere for the short haul, for the immediate ‘‘bottom 
line’? — let the Japanese and others do the long-term 
work.

The recent tragic deaths of seven persons, including 
four children, in Northern California raises issues I feel, 
as a mental health professional and ecclesiastical judge, 
need to be addressed to all, and certainly to Catholics. 
Dealing with it now may prevent future tragedies and 
suffering. 

Are there continuing obligations to a former spouse 
and to children when there has been a separation or a 
civil divorce? Does the Catholic Church say anything on 
this matter to spouses and to the clergy who witnessed 
their marriages if the church declares a divorced person 
free to marry again? 

The answer is ‘‘Yes.’’ There are obligations in justice 
rooted in the natural law which are applicable to all, 
regardless of belief system. It is rooted in the great 
commandment to ‘‘Love your neighbor as yourself’’ 
and the Golden Rule, ‘‘Do unto others as you would 
have done to yourself.”’ 

In church law such legislation was deemed necessary 
in the cases of converts in polygamous marriages in 
mission lands. Formerly, when a man converted, he was 
to return to his first spouse and was told he had to assist 
his other wives and their children (c. 990, 2 in 1917 
Code of Canon Law). In the present Code of Canon 
Law, such a convert can choose which spouse to retain 
but must look out for the welfare of the other spouses 
and children (c. 1148 in 1983 Code of Canon Law). 

Concerning the continuing obligations if couples 
separate, c. 1132 of the 1917 Code and c. 1152 of the 
1983 Code, are substantially the same: “‘When a 
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separation of spouses has taken place, provision is 
always, and in good time, to be made for the due 
maintenance and upbringing of the children.’’ Notice 
the emphasis on timeliness in that statement. 

Tribunal judges, when issuing judgments whose effect 
is to declare the freedom of individuals to marry again in 
the Catholic Church, are admonished by a new law in 
the 1983 Code to remind the parties ‘‘of the moral, and 
also the civil obligations by which they may be bound, 
both towards one another and in regard to the support 
and upbringing of their children’’ (c. 1689). 

Finally, the Catholic Church legislates that no priest, 
deacon or other person authorized by the bishop to 
witness marriages may do so for a person with such 
continuing obligations, without first obtaining the 
permission of the local Ordinary (c. 1070 1, n. 3). 

Next week I will explore the specific implications of 
these matters for the laity. Part three will spell out the 
implications for those whose duty it is to evaluate these 
matters prior to obtaining and/or giving permission for 
remarriage. Part four will give some reflections based 
upon my experiences working with divorced spouses and 
children and how this matter interfaces with the 
“‘common good.”’

Drugs: What can we do? 


“Drug addiction is more than a sickness of the body, it is a sickness of the 
soul.’” 

— Pope John Paul II 

Rome, June 21, 1986 


If there’s a war against drugs going on in the United 
States these days, it appears to be the drugs which are 
winning. Regardless of what we do the problem only 
seems to get worse. 

So far we’ve tried to deal with drugs primarily 
through law enforcement — by trying to keep drugs out 
of the country and by arresting drug dealers. But this 
approach to the problem has failed. Put one drug dealer 
in jail and two more seem to take his place. Each month 
drugs are more readily available throughout the United 
States. 

In a free-market society like ours, which emphasizes 
individual liberties, it’s virtually impossible to keep 
people from doing what they want to. We’ve created an 
economy designed to give people what they want, and if 
they want drugs they will get them — one way or 
another. 

That fact forces us to ask, ‘‘Why do so many people’ in 
the United States want drugs?”’’ 

To a very large degree our culture is based on the 
philosophy of materialism — the belief that only the 
visible and the physical are real. In the world of 
materialism the rules are, “‘If I can’t see it, it’s not 
there. If I can’t count it, it doesn’t count.”’ 

This view of reality is taught in our schools, 
propagated by television and movie producers, 
aggressively promoted by the advertising industry, and 
practiced by much of the medical profession. It’s so 
deeply entrenched in our culture that anyone who 
challenges it risks being considered insane. 

But, in fact, this view of the world is flat wrong. 
Reality consists of much, much more than the visible 
and the material, and people who ignore the realities 
they can’t see pay a terrible price. 

When we approach life in strictly material terms we 
immediately begin to experience a great emptiness, 
feelings of being somehow cut off from life, feelings of 


being terribly alone and frightened, feelings of vague 
dissatisfaction. 

At first, because we’re still operating under the 
illusion that our feelings are caused by material objects, 
we assume our pain is caused by the lack of something 
physical. 

We go over all the things we’ve ever wanted, trying to 
decide which one it is. Sometimes we decide it’s a new 
car or a new boat, sometimes it’s new wallpaper in the 
living room, sometimes it’s a new husband or wife. 

But none of these ‘‘solutions’’ ever work, leaving us 
feeling even more empty than before. So we begin all 
over again, trying something new, and that too leaves us 
dissatisfied. Since we’re trying to fill a spiritual need 
with a physical object, we’re doomed to failure, 
regardless of what we do. 

Finally, after we’ve tried everything else, we turn to 
drugs. At first, it may be something as harmless as 
aspirin, but eventually — unless we face up to the real 
cause of our pain — we turn to increasingly powerful 
drugs untill finally we’re addicted. 

But if materialism is at the root of the drug problem, 
what can we do about it? 

The most. important thing is to confront the 
materialism in our own lives. Until we’ve dealt with that 
and with the addictions it produces, we’re part of the 
problem, not part of the solution. 

The next thing is to start talking about the spiritual 
dimensions of our lives — not in a preachy way, but in 
terms of our own real life experiences. 

That’s a new approach for most of us, but it’s clear 
that dealing with the drug epidemic as a physical 
problem only makes it worse.

PALA — Comboni priests recalled 
their 40 years of ministry in Southern 
California and the 50th anniversary of 
their arrival in the United States during a 
Mass of thanksgiving celebrated at Pala 
mission April 29. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher was the principal 
celebrant of the 11 a.m. liturgy. Some 12 
concelebrants included Father Xavier 
Colleoni, MCCJ, pastor of Mission San 
Antonio de Pala; Father J.M. Carillo, 
MCCJ, in residence at St. Albert the 
Great Church, Compton; and Father 
Arthur Anderson of Santa Ysabel Indian 
Mission. 

Comboni clergy and parishioners from 
Holy Cross Church, Los Angeles, and St. 
Albert the Great parish were among the 
assembly that overflowed the mission 
church, 15 miles northeast of Escondido. 

Father Carillo, homilist, said that ‘‘as 


missionaries we have received the 
mandate’’ to preach the gospel 
throughout the world and ‘‘proclaim 


God’s mercy and love to all creation.’’ 

He told of his arrival in the San Diego 
diocese with three other Comboni 
missionaries in 1948 at the invitation of 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy who assigned 
them to the Pala and Santa Ysabel Indian 
missions. 

These missions had been operated by 
Franciscan priests who lacked the staff to 
continue their ministry there, Father 
Carillo explained. 

“‘We rebuilt the missions materially 
and spiritually,’’ he said, referring to the 
priests’ evangelization efforts and the 
five-year restoration of the Pala mission, 
which was completed in 1959. 

Comboni priests came to the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles in 1955 at the 
request of Cardinal James F. McIntyre, 
the homilist added. 

“The real story of our coming to 
California is written in the minds and 
hearts’’ of the Comboni priests and 
Brothers and of the “‘Indians who have 
been with us all along,’’ Father Carillo 
said.

sacramental preparation, the pastor said. 

He also conducts weekly Bible classes at 
Pala for adults. 

Assisted by lay helpers, Sister 
Eucharista Maria Mitchell, SBS, 
provides weekly religious instruction to 
more than 100 pupils in Grades 1-6 at the 
Pala, Rincon and Pauma reservations 
and prepares high school students for the 
sacrament of confirmation. 

“‘We meet the evangelization needs of 
the natives by continuing to be a presence 
of the church to the American Indians,”’ 
she said. 

This presence includes visiting the sick 
and bereaved, finding lodging for 
homeless people and transients, and 
referring families to agencies such as the 
diocesan Tribunal for informaiton on 
marriage cases, Sister Mitchell explained. 

Lay native Americans also evangelize, 
she said. Georgiana Viveros of Rincon is 
one of two Native Americans who have 
attended workshops on evangelization 
and visit homes of Indians to encourage 
their participation in the church. 

Viveros said ‘‘the visits are a healing 
experience,’’ which have led some 
Indians to return to the church. Visiting 
non-Catholics has resulted in breaking . 
down some of their prejudices against the 
Catholic Church, she added. 

Efforts are made to retain Indian 
traditions at the reservations, Sister 
Mitchell said. 

Father Ralph Partida of the San 
Bernardino diocese visits Pala annually at 
the interdiocesan Tekakwitha conference. 
During liturgies he incorporates 
traditions such as blessing the four 
directions with an eagle feather and uses 
incense made from sage or cedar trees, 
natural to the reservations, Sister 
Mitchell explained.

possible.”’ 

And in a cover letter to priests and 
deacons, the bishop asked them to use the 
information in his letter to preach at 
Masses May 6 and 7 on “‘the proposed 
sex Clinics in our public schools’’ and urge 
the people ’‘to write and protest’’ to the 
superintendent, Board of Education 
members and the area newspapers. 

In calling on Catholics to protest the 
clinic proposal, Bishop Maher said in his 
letter, ‘‘We cannot allow complacency to 
become the ally of those who would push 
a free-sex and contraceptive mentality on 
our young people, which would threaten 
their wholistic well-being and undermine 
the rights of their parents.’ 

The text of Bishop Maher’s letter 
follows: 

Dear People of God: 

The San Diego City Schools Board of 
Education in 1986 defeated a proposal for 
school-based clinics, as the result of an 
outpouring of opposition, much of which 
I encouraged, from the morally-minded, 
responsible citizens of the community. 

We objected to creating birth control 
and abortion referral centers on the 
campuses of our public schools because 
students could use these services without 
parental knowledge or consent. 

Therefore, such clinics would 
jeopardize the wholistic well being of 
teen-agers and undercut the moral values 
of our society and the stability and rights 
of the family, the very core of our society. 

At the time of the school-based clinic 
proposal’s defeat, the Superintendent of 
San Diego City Schools, Dr. Thomas W. 
Payzant, who introduced the proposal 
and whose wife is the first vice president 
of Planned Parenthood in this area, was 

quoted as saying, ‘““The community has 
spoken. The message is very clear and 
that’s that.”’ 

It seems that our city’s school leaders 
have forgotten the message. From a 
group that ironically calls itself New 
Beginnings, the proposal again surfaced 
for one school, Hoover High, in the name 
of providing easier access to medical 
services for students of that area, 
including from Wilson Middle School and 
seven elementary schools. 

The so-called ‘‘survey’’ of parents of 
students who would have access to the 
facility, and its results, were nothing but a 
gimmick to establish a contraceptive 
clinic that would foster sexual promiscuity 
among our students. 

Likewise, the assurances from Hoover 
High officials that parents would have to 
approve the services their students would 
receive at the proposed clinic and that 
abortion-related services would not be 
included is a ruse. 

California law permits minors to have 
access to reproductive services without 
parental consent. Also, those staffing the 
school-based clinic only need to refer a 
pregnant student to a local ‘‘family 
planning clinic,’’ where the student can 
be offered referrals for abortion-related 
services. 

Regardless of what school officials are 
saying, medical services that would be 
offered at the proposed Hoover High 
clinic are already available in the school 
or at numerous area health facilities free 
of charge. So this would be a duplication

of services and an unnecessary expense. 

So let’s not disguise terms. The 
proposal at Hoover High is for a sex 
clinic. Otherwise, all that need be done is 
to expand the staffing of the school 
nursing program and refer students in 
need of more extensive health services to 
area facilities off-campus. 

Our public schools need to be about 
their primary objective, which is to 
provide a quality academic education, 
including the transmittal to students of 
our cultural and moral heritage. 

Health clinics on public school 
campuses promote Planned Parenthood’s 
philosophy of free sex, contraception, 
abortion and masturbation. Planned 
Parenthood views pregnancy as a health 
problem and correspondingly seeks to 
control pregnancy through artificial 
contraception and abortion. 

Planned. Parenthood’s self-satisfying 
philosophy stunts students’ learning and 
proper growth, and this results in a moral 
decay of our society at the expense of the 
young. 

Pregnancy is not a health problem; it is 
a social issue. Therefore, the solution to 
teen pregnancy is not these clinics 
offering ‘‘safe sex’’ to students. 

Kingsley Davis, a- professor of 
sociology at the University of California 
at Berkeley, writes: ““The current belief 
that illegitimacy will be reduced if teen- 
age girls are given an effective contra- 
ception is an extension of the same 
reasoning that created the problem in the 
first place. It reflects an unwillingness to 
face problems of social control and social 
discipline, while trusting some techno- 
logical device to extricate society from its 
difficulties.”’ 

Regarding condoms, the advocates of 
its use seduce our young people into deep 
waters from which they seldom emerge. 
Its intensive promotion does more to

arouse and stimulate the imagination and 
encourage genital sex among the young 
than to curb unprotected sex among the 
promiscuous. 

Herbert Ratner, M.D., writes in Child 
and Family (20:83-86, 1988): ‘““Concerned 
adults need to reexamine certain 
contemporary shiboleths which underlie 
the promotion of the condom: that genital 
sex is a good at any age and in any 
manner; that the promotion of abstinence 
in sex, unlike abstinence from tobacco, 
alcohol and drugs, is a religious 
imposition that has no place in a secular 
society; that the poor and the 
underprivileged are uncontrollable in 
their passions, uneducable and beyond 
improvement. Such is an elitist position 
and has no place in a country that 
purports to be a democracy. 

‘*There is a saying that the longest way 
around is often the shortest way home,”’ 


Dr. Ratner continues. ‘‘Perhaps if we put - 


our energies to educating and persuading 
young people ... to think ‘no,’ to say ‘no,’ 
and to act ‘no,’ we would get much

them to carry condoms in their purses and 
wallets.”’ 

Therefore, condom information is not 
a solution, as it provides only a simplistic 
answer to the guidance of youth.

Rather than equipping students with 
condoms, parents need to be equipped 
with the appropriate knowledge to 
educate their sons and daughters on the. 
value of a moral life style, which, of 
course, includes abstinence. 

Health clinics in public schools in other 
parts of the country have not only been a 
failure but a disaster. Because of the 
contraceptive services offered at these 
clinics, there has been a huge increase in 


‘ the percentage of teens who are sexually 


active, which has led to a proportionate 
increase in teen pregnancies. 

We know there are better solutions to 
the problem of teen pregnancy. Teen- 
agers must be taught that the gift of 
sexuality involves the whole person,

College educators seek autonomy

‘is no longer Catholic in its identity.”’ 

North American and European 
educators in particular saw norms 27 and 
28 as a threat to their autonomy, and 
warned it could cost them crucial 
government aid — assistance based on 
adherence to secular standards of 
academic freedom. 

‘“We do not want to see enshrined in 
this (document) a procedure of 
intervention which would be perceived as 
denying academic freedom,’’ said 
Basilian Father James McConica, 
president of the University of St. 
Michael’s College in Toronto and a 
member of working group No. 3. 

Of the six working groups at the 
education congress, group 3 was 
specifically charged with discussing the 
norms concerning church authorities and 
the university. 

The group, headed by Jesuit Father J. 
Donald Monan, president of Boston 
College, suggested significant changes in 
norms 27 and 28. 

In place of rights and duties of norm 
27, the group emphasized responsibilities 
and dialogue. 

Bishops and bishops’ conferences have 
a ‘“‘responsibility to promote and assist 
these institutions and their Catholic 


character,’’ the suggested revision reads. 
“In every case a personal and pastoral 
relationship must exist between university 
and church authorities, a relationship 
characterized by mutual trust, 
cooperation and ongoing dialogue.”’ 


The working group also suggested that 
much of norm 28 dealing with sanctions 
be scrapped. 


Bishops’ conferences ‘‘will establish 
procedures ... for episcopal support and 
cooperation with Catholic universities, 
and for the resolution of problems not 
resolved through informal conferences,’’ 
the group suggested. 


All references to ‘‘interventions,’’ the 
rescinding of approval to be called a 
Catholic university, or a declaration that 
a university is no longer Catholic were 
dropped. 


An overarching concern of the six 
working groups at the congress was the 
legally binding nature of the proposed 
norms. The congress as a whole endorsed 
a call for fewer and more general 
“‘normative principles. ’”’ 


According to Msgr. Frederick 
McManus, a canon law expert and an 
adviser to the delegation of U.S. 
educators, ‘‘most delegates hope that

there won’t be juridically binding norms, 
but more principles and guidelines.”’ 

The congress also backed a suggestion 
by group 4 that nothing in the final 
document should ‘‘extend the juridical 
meaning or scope’’ of canon law, and 
that, ‘‘out of respect for canon law no 
repetition of these canons seems necessary 
or appropriate in this document.”’ 

This would likely remove the most 
controversial of the proposed norms, not 
only those governing bishop-university 
relations, but also, for example, another 
requiring university theology teachers to 
receive a ‘‘mandate from the competent 
ecclesiastical authority.’’ 

Vatican officials have insisted they 
have no intention of harming Catholic 
universities which are bound by civil laws 
and regulations. But the pope and top 
congregation officials have also made 
clear their abiding concern that the 
Catholic identity of Catholic universities 
be bolstered. 


Appeal for 
Religious 
scheduled

ALCALA PARK — Calling last year’s 
appeal for the Retirement Fund for 
Religious ‘‘the most successful second 
collection in our history as a diocese,”’ 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has urged 
parishioners to again show their 
generosity on May 13-14 when this year’s 
collection will be taken in churches 
throughout the diocese. 

The May 1988 collection in the San 
Diego diocese for retired Religious 
throughout the United States netted 
$353,000, the bishop reported. 

“Religious men and women have 
served our parishes for a minimum 
stipend for many years,’’ he wrote in a 
letter to be read at liturgies on May 6-7. 
“This has made it difficult, if not 
impossible, for their communities to build 
up resources adequate to fund their 
retirement needs.”’ 

A total of $25,473,623 was received 
throughout the nation in the first of 10 
annual collections for this purpose, 
according to Sister Mary Oliver Hudon, 
SSND, director of the Washington-based 
Tri-Conference Retirement Project. 

Although this amount represents only a 
small percentage of the $3 billion 
unfunded retirement liability nationwide, 
Sister Hudon said the figure surpassed 
her projection of $20 million. ‘‘Almost 
every diocese reported the collection was 
the largest taken up in its history,’’ she 
told Southern Cross in a telephone interview 
April 28. 

Parishioners ‘‘gave out of a sense of 
personal affiliation’’ with the Sisters who 
taught them, she said. 

Ninety percent of the proceeds will be 
distributed to religious congregations 
with unfunded retirement liabilities and 
10 percent will be ‘‘designated as 
supplemental grants for congregations in 
the most imminent crisis,’’ Sister Hudon 
stated. 

Some 20 percent of the nearly 800 
Religious congregations in the United 
States ‘‘have fully funded retirement 
plans,’’ she said. 

In addition to sponsoring the annual 
collections, the Tri-Conference 
Retirement Project also provides long- 
range financial planning assistance for 
Religious congregations and attempts to 
increase the compensation of active 
Religious, which will help meet their 
retirement needs, Sister Hudon 
explained.

SAN DIEGO — After listening to a 
panel of community leaders April 27, 
students of Our Lady’s School, San 
Diego, will be better prepared to face the 
many challenges life has to offer them.
